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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 1-46, drawn to a tool retaining system, classified in class 206, subclass 
373. 

II. Claim 47, drawn to an outer casing, classified in class 220, subclass 4.22. 

III. Claims 48 and 49, drawn to a tray, classified in class 206, subclass 564. 

IV. Claims 50-57, drawn to a kit, classified in class 206, subclass 234. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope and are not 
obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is separately usable. In the 
instant case, subcombination III has separate utility such as a tray used independently of the. 
See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

3. Inventions I, IV and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the slide rail is not required in the tool system claims . The subcombination has 
separate utility such as a tool case used without inserts. 

4. Inventions I, IV and III are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in 
this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not 
require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
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claimed because the combination does not require the cantilevered recess members. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a tool tray used independently of the system or kit. 

5. Inventions I and IV are related as products which share an disclosed common utility 
linked to a substantial structural feature. The products in this relationship are distinct if either or 
both of the following can be shown: (1) that the products encompass embodiments that are NOT 
required to perform the common utility or (2) that the products as claimed encompass 
embodiments that are NOT required to have the substantial structural feature. In this case, the 
slide rail of the kit claims is not required of the system claims to perform the common utility of 
closing the case. In the second instant a kit can be arranged to hold trays in an fashion or 
arrangement desired. 

6. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

7. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and 
have acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
